" ^ RUSSIA AND EUROPE. 



■ The warlike designs iu Europe which 
have lately been attributed to Russia 
are improbable to a degree at which 
they almost becouio incredil)le. The 
French declaration of war against 
Prussia in 1870 could not have been 
foreseen, except on the assumption that 
folly and fanaticism would at the mo- 
ment bo supreme. There h no reason 
to believe that Russia will follow so 
outrageous a precedent. Some other 
explanation must bo found for the al- 
leged accumulation of troops and war- 
like .storra in the Western provinces of 
..r.the^'Rnipire, and it is nob improbable 
"that the statements of German news- 
papers may have been greatly exagger- 
ated. The Powur which, but for the 
infatuation and corruption of the hoii- 
tile Governmnnt, would have been ut- 
terly defeated iu Turkey, will assured-, 
ly not undertake a .wanton conflict 
with the most formidable of existing 
antagonists. A Russian general could 
^ scarcely hope to win a skirmish or a 
combat against the armies which would 
bo encountered beyond the frontier. .It 
is certain that at the end of the war 
the aggressor would not retain posses- 
eion of a German or Austrian village ; 
and probably Russia might emerge 
from the struggle with the loss of the 
whole or part of Poland. The German 
Emperor publicly stated only a few 
days ago his confidence in the preser- 
vation of peace ; and, ndiy^ thef^iS^urj 
day Review, although allowance muist 
be.m.ade.fpr hia devoted attachment to 
thn Imperial family of Russia, there is 
no reason to doubt bis autliorative as- 
sertion. The explanation which the 
Russian Government has given in an- 
swer to inquiri"s may not impossibly 
be true. According to this version the 
result of the Turkish war has rendered 
unnecessary the maintenance of a large 
force in the Crimea, in Bessarabia, and 
on the Armenian frontier ; and econ- 
omic and admiaistraiive reasons are 
alleged for the transfer of a part of the 
frotitier garrisons to the Polish pro- 
viiiicea. That a great military Power 
should take the simple course, of dis- 
pensing with arruaments which are no 
Jouger wanted would lie a violation of 
Continental theory and practice. It is 
true that the armies formerly quarter- 
ed on the borders of Turkey had no in- 
telligiblettl.estination uxcop%i;tip^« effect 
tbe'iiiviuiion and conquest which were 
afterwards accomplish'.d. Germans 
who feel_or profess alarm as to Russian 
designs are compelled to justify their 
fears by imagining the negotiation of 
an offensive alliance between Russia 
and France. It is possible that such a 
combination may be formed at some 
future time, ;^and. Prince Bismaros has 
•in^is peculiar^faShioh alfeady'iritimat- 
ed to thi* new French Cabinet his in 
tention of taking rigorous measures 
against the danger when it arises. But 
for the present no arrangement of the 
kind is to.be apprehended; and Rus- 
sia will assuredly-" not .provoke a 
single-handed coil test with" t^v o 
great military Empires. It is 
highly probable that there is some 
foundation for tht; rumors of Russian 
intrigues against Austria in Balkan 
province.s. The Princo of Bulgaria 
has, probably at the instigation of Rus- 
sia, dissolved the Assembly, and he is 
said to meditate som.e.- change t in the 
Constitution. The Servians also threa- 
ten to give trouble, and the obstinate 
quarrel between the Albanians and 
Montenegrins will prohahly furnish oc- 
casion foi conflicts of Russian and 
Austrian influence ; but in those re- 
gions the struggle will take the form 
rather of diplo'nacy than of war. It 
will not be safe to repeat against Aus- 
tria tho experiment of a subsidized 
war, such as that which was organized 
in Servia in 1876. The Austrians 
could easily crush any disturbance in 
the Balkan provinces, unless it was 
openly aided by Russia ; and a war 
between tho two Great Powers would 
at once bring Germany into the field. 
A Government which has neither a 
plausible reason nor an intelligible 
motive for war is, on the whole, likely 
to keep the peace. The internal con- 
dition of Russia, if it is as perilous as 
it seems to f jreigners, furnishes a rea- 
son, not agaiuht a turbulent policy, 
but against an enterprise which would 
Btrani all the resources of the nation, 
and which might probably end in utter 
difeat. It may have been reasonable 



t<ltbope;thatf7ey61titionary anarchists 
would be conciliated by an unprovok- 
ed attack on Turkey which gratified 
both ambitious and fanatical passions. 
A trisl of strength with two great 
Powers would offer no similar advan- 
tage. Arguments against the probabil- 
ity of War with Germany and Aus- 
tria may not apply to a possible quar- 
rel forced upon England ; but tho ex- 
pedition which is now iu preparation 
in Tuakestan is a guarantee for peace 
on the Continent of Europe. Rejmra- 
tion of tho military failure of last year, 
and roasst-rtipn of the supremacy of the 
Russian arms, will he popularly ap- 
proved, perhaps even by the revolu- 
tionary faction. It may be convenient 
to find distant employment for disaf- 
fected regiments and for ofEcers who 
havo incurred suspicion. It will be 
thought axpedient to divert attention 
from periodical attacks on high func- 
tionaries, and from violent measures of 
roprtssion ; and ruinous defeat is not 
to be apprehended in Central Asia, 
unless indeed General Kaufmann's 
force should find itself in collision with 
the Indian army. There can be little 
■loubt of the success of some or all of 
the columns which are to converge on 
Mei-v. The Duke of Argyll himself, 
in. spite of his natural predilection for 
the ono jest of his life, would perhaps 
now admit that INlerv will not only bo 
occupied by tho Russians, but used as 
a base from which Herat may bo 
threatened. 



Our pugnaciods little contemporary 
the Herald, who ia constantly walking 
about with his coat on his ai-m implor- 
ing some one to tread on tho tail of 
that garment, has made an astounding 
discovery. Ho has ascertained by 
comparing the synopsis of the Governor- 
General's Speech which appeared ex- 
clusively in The Colonist, that certain 
words appear in tho former that do not 
appear in the latter.. {Our^ dispatch was 
not a literal copy of .'the Specch-^did 
not profess to be, and could not bo for 
motives of economy. The gist of the 
siieech was, however, given and no 
rt-ordft were contained in tho synopsis 
that are not in consonance with facts. 
The speech, Jor iuBtancey stated that 
thTyale-SaTOua railway w'^^^^ " con 
nect the fertile districts of the Interior 
with the capital of British Columbia." 
Our synopsis represents the speech as 
styling " Victoria tho commercial and 
political capital " of the Province. To 
this "doctoring," as he calls it, the 
Ha-ald takes exception. He does not 
dispute iyictoria's claim -to "commer 
cial and political " supremacy ; but he 
objects to the importation of words 
into the synopsis that did not appear 
in the Speech. Now, a synopsis does 
not profess to give the exact words of 
a document, only the substance and 
meaning. Therefore, when Victoria is 
alluded to as the " capital " the term is 
always accepted in its fullest and 
broadest sense. If this were not the 
" jiolitical and commercial capital" of 
tho Province, tho employment of the 
term would have been unpardonable ; 
bub 'as it':happens to be just what was 
stated la 'the synopsis, wAat harm could

GLADSTONE'S ' ADDRESS TO THE MIDLOTHIANS. 



CALIFORNIA. - . 

San Francisco, March 12. — Denis 
Kearney was brou^jht hefore the Police 
Court this morning, and on appearing 
stated that he was ready and desired 
neither jury nor counsel and had no 
witnesses. The policeman, who is the 
complaining witness, being temporarily 
absent looking up certain witnesses, 
the case was continued on motion of 
the prosecuting attorney until to-mor- 
row.

Alexander, 
fiare is a broad, dark, muscular looking 
man, with high chock-bones and, xithcr 
characteristics tliat mark his Indian ori- 
gin. He betrays no emotion, but wants 
a lawyer, Ciiarlic McLean ia aged 24. 
He is tall and musouliir and has beetling 
brows and the glance he shoots from his 
dark eyes, at tinios, is anything but frank 
or pleasant, Allen McLean has a splen- 
did j)hys!cal ^dovelopiuunt. He is the 
dMkwt'JiqfJtlie' fa'mfly, i'/Ha* .^^^ 
■ bftir and -wHskcrff— eyes "that blaze like* 
coals on firo. Ho is tall, as straight as 
an arroiv and supplo in every movement, 
and, notwithstanding his heavy irons, 
when ho stands erect one feels that ho is 
in the presence of a young Hercules. 
These four are charged with murder. 
Hector McLean is the eldest of the fami- 
ly, and is charged with aiding and abet- 
ting in I ho murder of Ussher, having 
been taken at Kamloopa whilst purchas- 
ing food for the outlaws.

Cattle, sheep, horses 
and pack trains aro dying with frightful 
nipidity. All through Nicola, Kamloops, 
Okanii^Hii and Liilooet the destruction of 
stock-life is frightful. The dead bodies 
lie in every direction, embedded in tho 
snow or on top of it, and present a picture 
of desolation as dismal as if a blight had 
fallen on every living thing, as indeed it 
hafc^j.^'iThei^foMri. survivors are worn to 
skeletons aiid wander aimlessly about in 
search of food, which, in most cases, they 
are unable to obtain. Letters from the 
districts nameditate that nearly all tho live 
stock will perish beforo spring. The loss 
is estimated roughly at one million dollars. 
Scores of stock-raisers^ will.be reduced 
froaiafflaence io:poverty^' The snow lies 
from three to five feet in depth arid gives 
no evidence of a thaw. In tho vicinity 
of Soda Creek much of tho stock will bo 
saved, as the farmers have fued.
